THE CONVENTION. 


Chairman Jones Calis the Delegates to Order 
—To-Day’s Proceedings. 


CONVENTION HALL, CHICAGO ,June 19.—When 
Chairman Jones of the National Republican 
Committee ascended the platform of the great 
Auditorium Hall at noon to callthe National 
Convention to order he looked upon a scene 
unparalleled in the history of public gatherings 
in this country. Larger assemblages have 
been held in more spacious halls, but at none 


have the ocular properties beenso effective, 
or the briiliancy of illumination and pic- 
turesque colorings been so splendid. Every 
face can be seen without effort, and an 
audience of less than ten thousand appears to 
be an almost countless multitude. The mag- 
nificent sweep of the great gallery alone, 
which seats nearly 3,000 persons, is a picture 
which impresses even those familiar with 
reat audiences, and the whole scene, bathed 
n a flood of eledtric light, shed by 2,500 incan- 
descent lamps, thrills even the most sluggish 
heart. The auditorium is 250 feet long and 
120 feet wide, with two side baiconies, 
and a great gallery, the seats in 
which rise tier on tier at an angle of 
forty degrees. The stage, which is 
but slightly raised above the floor of the hall, 
commands a view, not only of the great audi- 
ence in front, but of a large balcony in the 
rear andatier of boxes at eitherside. This 
stage stretches from side to side of the hall, 
and accommodates, in addition to the Presi- 
dent’s platform, which is in the center 
several hundred newspaper reporters. There 
are just 8,100 seate in the hall, andas the con- 
vention is called to order probably 9, 000 peo- 
ple are within the glance of Chairman Jones’ 
eye. The decorations appear bewildering 
at first, the walls, ceilings and every post, 
pillar and panel is covered with flags, bunting 
and streamers in varied artistic 1 and 
colors, and portraits and paintings of historic 
scenes meet the eye everywhere. The red, 
white and blue is conspicuous, of course, 
everywhere, buta great sheet of terra cotta 
bunting hangs as a roof between the sunlight, 
which pours through it from a great open 
space, fuse above the great gallery and re- 
lieves the otherwise monotony of so prodigal 
a display of the national colors. But even the 
sunlight shines but dimly in the great hall, 
the electric illumination being depended upon 
becauss of the impossibility of protecting the 
audience, in the present unfinished state of 
the building and letting in the day at the same 
time. The arrangement of the 
ELECTRIO LAMPS IN GREAT STARS, 

suspended from the roof and walls of the hall 
is one of the most effective and beautiful 
features of the scene which greets Chairman 
Jones as he stands, himself a striking figure— 
tall, erect, with the appearance and air of a 
patriarch—with suspended gavel to hush the 
great stir and bustie before him, to present a 
clergyman who is to ask the divine benedie- 
tion upon the deliberations of the convention. 

Some of the details of the auditorium’s dec- 
orations are worth special mention. At the 
apex in front of the chairman’s desk is a 
gilded American eagle, and beneath it a por- 
trait of Washington. On the right of the 
chairman’s desk isa plaster bust of the late 
Gen. John A. Logan in heroic size, draped 
with an American flag. Hanging from one of 
the boxes at the right is a large painting of 
Logan's charge at the battle of Atlanta. On 
the face of the north and-south walls of the 
auditorium, framed in festoons oflarge Amer- 
ican flags and surrounded bya circle of elec- 
tric stars, are portraits of Lincoln and Grant, 
the designs being mammoth in proportion and 
form the two most striking details of the 
decorations. 

FLASHING ITS PARTI-COLORED BRILLIANCY 
full into the face of the audience and dele- 
gates, is a suspended Americau shield formed 
of different colored eleetric lamps. This 
shieid with its horizon of stars and its stripes 
of the Union is pictured out and put into a 
basso-reli@vo of light by the flashing jets 
through the red, white and blue globes. At 
the points ofexit and entrance to the hall 
which dip like great wells into the auditorium 
are the nation’s standards, planted at either 
side and draped so as to hide the rough boards 
which form the staircases of these avenues to 
the convention, of which there are suff 
cient to empty the plaee in case of an acci- 
dent in three minutes. 

A Boston Club has planted its magnificent 
banner, five feet long, just behind the stage 
and it proudly floats, bearing in letters of gold 
upon afield of blue, the sentiments which 
appear to be the uttermostinthe minds of the 
dejegates. The banner isinscribed: ‘‘Home 
Market Club of Boston. American Wages for 
American Workingmen. American Markets 
for the American People, Protection for 
Americans.’’ This banner is marked by dele- 
gates as they come into the hall and by spec- 
tators as they gather in the galleries and the 
balconies. It is cheered time after time. 

THE DELEGATES’ SEATS. 

The arrangement of the delegates’ seats, 
which has been made in 41 — order, 
beginning with Alabama on the extreme right 
aisic, throws the two great States ot New 
York and Pennsylvania together on the front, 
almost directly facing the portrait of Wash- 
ington on the panel of the Chairman’s plat- 
form. The Maine, Massachusetts, Minnesota, 
Alabama, Arizona and Dakota delegations 
also have front seats. The Ohio delegation is 
Girectly back of the New York seats, 
while Missouri, Iowa and Illinois 
are on the main a1 near the 
center of the space reserved 
the delegates. The space reserved for the 
District of Columbia delegation is designated 
by a white banner marked in biack letters.

Mr. Thurston of Nebraska arrives with the 
members of the committee from his State and 
takes a seat on the stage just back of the 
Chairman’s desk, which he is soon to occupy 
as the temporary presiding officer of the con- 
vention. Mr. Thurston is a smailish man who 
wears glasses, and is dressed in somber biack. 

GEN. FREMONT’S RECEPTION. 

As Gen. Fremont entered the ball he was 
greeted with a round of applause and cheers, 
the first genuine demonstratiop of the morn- 
ing. He was escorted to a seat on the plat- 
form where he provoked a further outburst of 
applause by meeting Fred Dougiass as he 
came to a seat beside him and shook him by 
the hand. Carson Lake of the National 
Committee, came upon the platform just be- 
fore the convention was called to order 
and brought with him two bandsome oak 

avels, one of them merely polished and in- 

ended for hard pounding. The other is a 
more pretentious affair, intended as a gift to 
the temporary Chairman, is richly chased in 
gold and has engraved upon its several gold 
bandsthe names of Washington, Lafayette, 
Grant, Lincoln, Garfield and Logan. 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

Precisely at 12:31 the gavel of Ohairman 
Jones, Chairman of the National Committee 
sounded sharply upon the mahogany desk and 
the Republican Convention of 1888 was formaily 
opened. The bum of conversation ceased 
throughout the vast aduitorium and the buzz 
of expectation gave place to an impressive 
silence asthe Chairman introduced the Rev. 
Frank W. Gunsaulas of the Plymoygth Con- 
gregational of Chicago, who opened the pro- 
ceedings with prayer. 

He thanked the Almighty for the blessings st 
divine protection. He réturned the gratitude 
of the nation for the benefits granted to it by 
Providence. He returned thanks for the his- 
tory which came massed here, and he ex- 
pressed a recognition of all that God has done 
through the great organization whose repre- 
sentatives were here assembled. He prayed 
that the convention might be dominated by 
lofty purposes in order that its work might do 
much for the glory of God and of man. In an 
impressive manner he invoked the divine 
protection for the soldier and captain of our 
armies who lay so near to death. 

At the conclusion of the prayer, Chairman 
Jones announced that the Secretary, Mr. Fes- 
genden of the National Committee, would read 
the call for the Convention issued by the Na- 
tional Committee. Allusions in the call to the 
position of the party upon the tariff question, 

to the determination ofthe party to have a 
fair election and an honest count, and to 
other salient points, were warmly applauded 
by the convention. 
CHAIRMAN JONES’ SPEECH. 

Upon the conclusion of the reading of the 
call, Chairman Jones stepped to the front of 
the platform and spoke as follows: The Re- 
publican party may well be congratulated, 
through its representatives here assembied, 
upon the auspicious prospect that lies before 
it. Wise and courageous action by this con- 
vention will surely lead to victory in the cam- 
paign which we are about to enter. There 
can be no doubt as to which sidethe great 
majority of votes will fall if each party be 
tried by its record; if the grand achievements 
of the Republican party be appreciated and 
the utter failure of the Democratic party be 
understood. pe 

The two parties are diametrically opposed 
toeach other. One favors progression, the 
other retrogression. One lifts up, the other 
casts down. Thanks to Mr. Cleveland and his 
Southern allies, the Democratic party has 
thrown off the disguise in which it has hereto- 
fore fought its batties in the Northern States, 
and has bolaly deciared for British free trade 
and against American protection. This avowal 
has caused much adulation In certain sections 
of this country and in All of England, which 
hasfrom the beginning been hostile to the 
industrial progress of the United States; but 
it has fallen heavily upon the ears of the pa- 
triotic portion of the Democratic party. How- 
ever, we must not expect that this is the end 
of dishonest pretenses. Deceit, fallacies and 
sophistry will again be resorted to and prac- 
ticed. herefore, we should have a platform 
based upon true Republican for ee free 
from equivocation or ambiguity, and should 
nominate candidates who are the embodiment 
of these principles.’’ 

A PROTECTION PLEA. 

„The founders of this Government saw that 
it was absolutely essential for self-preserva- 
tion that the original thirteen States should 
become united for the purpose of protection 
of defense against alien acts and influences as 
well as foreconomy and effective govern- 
ment. One of the first acts of the Federal 
Government was to provide for revenue and 
for the protection of the industrial interests 
of the country. All our early Presi- 
dents, from Washington to Jackson inclusive, 
advocated a tariff for revenue and for pro- 
tection. All ot the great and patriotic states- 
men of those days coincided in this policy. 
No man of note, who was a lover of his 
country down to Jackson’s first term, enter- 
tained and expressed doubts as tothe con- 
stitutionality or policy of protecting the in- 
dustries of the United States against foreign 
competition. 

The tariff question wag not considered one 
embracing solely or chiefly the manufactur- 
ers’ interests, but one which broadly embraced 
the social condition of the laboring classes, 
the mutual interests of all home producers in 
the home market and of the country’s real 
independence. 

»The British who now shout free trade pro- 
tected themselves against all competition un- 
til they were masters of the commercial world 
and until they realized that the United States, 
with its great natural advantages and bya 
moderate use of the same means, was becom- 
ing a formidable rival. It was only when 
Great Britain perceived something of the 
future of her American rival that she attempt- 
ed to regain that control over this country by 
artifice which she was unable to hold or re- 
claim by force of arms.’’ 

After relating the history of the alleged alli- 
ance ofthe South with English manufactures 
under the administration of Van Buren, Polk, 
Pierce and Buchanan, Chairman Jones con- 
tinued: 

THE PART OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 

„„The Republican party vanquished the 
Democratic party, passed the homestead law, 
destroyed siavery, elevated the ‘mud-silis, 
restored credit, redeemed the coun- 
try and started, it anew on the 
lines contemplated dy the fathers. To-day 
we occupy a much higher plane than any 
other people on the face of the globe. The 
Republican party believes that it is not neo- 
essary or right that we should be reduced to a 

common level with ether nations, but that we 
should have the full benefit of all our natural 
advantages and the full enjoyment of our glo- 
rious heritage. The logical consequences of 
the theories of the Democratic party would 
have left this country with but a 
frin of population. 2 ot the 
leading Bourbon Democrats of -day look 
upon the magnificent developments and the

Lord Salisbury’s and Mr. Gladstone“ 
Speeches in Seconding the Address in 
Memory of the Late Emperor Frederick 
—Comments on the New Emperor’s Proo- 
lamations—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lorpoyr, June 19.—The brief but impressive 
ceremony in Parliament yesterday testifies to 
the high esteem in which the late Emperor is 
held by Englishmen and their sincere sym- 
pathy for the imperial family. Men ofall 
parties vied with each other in pronouncing 
eulogies on the deceased sovereign. Salisbury 
and Granville, in the House of Lords, like 


Smith and Gladstone in the House of Com- 
mons, for once acted in the most 
perfect harmony. The moment Mr. Smith 


rose to perform the sorrowful duty of 
moving the address all the members removed 
their hats and sat bareheaded, thus giving the 
House a most unwonted appearance, the 
speaker appeared without the bright steel 
shoe buckles which he usually wears, and had 
weepers upon the sleeves of his gown. The 
Sergeant-at-Arms carried his sword in a black 
scabbard and the movers and seconders of the 
address were attired in deep mourning. In 
the Commons the lady visitors were concealed 
bebind the fron grating, but in the House of 
Lords, where they sit openly in the side gal- 


eries, all were dressed in deep 
black. Salisbury and Granville are 
both admirable speakers on céremo- 


nial occasions. In the other House Mr. 
Smith, who had his speech ready written, cul- 
tivates a prosaic, common-place style, and 
never rises to anything like oratory. His op- 
ponent, Mr. Gladstone, however, amply vin- 
dicated the repute of the lower chamber. The 
veteran statesman is unrivalled among living 
Englishmen for eloquence on occasions like 
this. His fine impressive tones earned the ad- 
miration and thanks,even of so unimpassioned 
aman as Hartington. During the day the 
bells tolded in many churches throughout 
London, and there were signs of mourning on 
all sides.

Salisbury’s Scheme Finding Little Favor—

The Daily Chron- 
icle thinks the Emperor’s proclamation to the 
people may be accepted as proof that his 
father’s example has already had an effect 
upon the spiritin which his policy will be 
directed.

He was here, he said, claiming to be 
Chairman of the lawful Virginia delegation.

the decision of the Chair putting Mahone 
upon the Committee on Credentials would 
be overruled. It would be manifestly 
unfair that Mahone should go on that commit- 
tee and 1 upon his own case. It might be 
that within twenty-four hours the eight men 
who selec ed him might be leaving the hall 
with their hats under their arms, 
with the decision of the convention 
against them. [{Applause.] ‘‘Until it is set- 
tled neither side shall be judge and jury in 
his own case. I am willing to trust the 
fairness and honesty of the Republican 
party of the other States of the Union out- 
side of Virginia. But Ido not want William 
Mahone to remain in the Committee on 
Credentials and vote on his own case and 
prejudice mine, and therefore apfied! from the 
decision of the Chair to this conveftion.’’ 

The Chair said that he did not desire to be 
understood in his decision to prevent any 
gentieman to make any motion looking to 
the settlement ofthis dispute, and the Chair 
— pang giadly entertain any motion to that 
end. 

SENATOR HOAR INTERFERES. 

Senator Hoar of Massachusetts said that the 
convention evidently desires to have Mr. 
Mahone of Virginia, but he desired to in- 
terpose two suggestions before the 
matter proceed furthor; first, that the Cre- 
dentials Committee must take up the 
roll of the convention, and the discussion 
should be had there first, and, second, 
that by ail Parliamentary law and justice, 
no man can vote in the committee upon 
his own case, and therefore the cbjection 
of Mr. Wise appeared to be without 
reason. ‘‘Weall have great respect for the 
one who comes to us from Virginia bearing 
the name of John 8. Wise, and we are 
also glad to honor the gallant soldier who 
first broke the face of the Solid South. Be- 
tween these two men, whoso unhappily differ, 
this convention will, I nave no — make 
a just decision, but —— to the 
gentleman who proposes to plunge us into a 
controversy at this inopportune moment to 
allow the matter to take its regular course.’’ 

MAHONE REPLIES. 

When Senator Hoar had concluded, Gen. 
Mahone mounted the platform and was 
received with a storm of applause. 
Gen. Mahone said he confessed that it 
was with no ordinary regret that he found 
that it was necessary for this convention to 
be asked to consider the troubles of the

ENGLAND'S TRIBUTE. 


IMPRESSIVE MEMORIAL SERVICES IN THE 
BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 


Lord Salisbury’s and Mr. Giadstone’s 
Speeches in Seconding the Address in 
Memory of the Late Emperor Frederick 
—Comments on the New Emperor's Proo- 
lamations—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lovpox, June 19.—The brief but impressive 
ceremony in Parliament yesterday testifies to 
the high esteem in which the late Emperor is 
held by Englishmen and their sincere sym- 
pathy for the imperial family. Men ofall 
parties vied with each other in pronouncing 
eulogies on the deceased sovereign. Salisbury 
and Granville,in the House of Lords, like 
Smith and Gladstone in the House of Com- 
mons, for once acted in the most 
perfect harmony. The moment Mr. Smith 
rose to perform tho sorrowful duty of 
moving the address all the members removed 
their hats and sat bareheaded, thus giving the 
House a most unwonted appearance, the 
speaker appeared without the bright steel 
shoe buckles which he usually wears, and had 
weepers upon the sleeves of his gown. The 
Sergeant-at-Arms carried his sword in a black 
scabbard and the movers and seconders of the 
address were attired in deep mourning. In 
the Commons the lady visitors were concealed 
behind the fron grating, but in the House of 
Lords, where they sit openly in the side gal- 
eries, all were dressed in deep 
black. Salisbury and Granville are 
both admirable speakers on  ceremo- 
nial occasions. In the other House Mr. 
Smith, who had his speech ready written, cul- 
tivates a prosaic, common-place style, and 
never rises to anything like oratory. His op- 
ponent, Mr. Gladstone, however, amply vin- 
dicated the repute of the lower chamber. The 
veteran statesman is unrivalled among living 
Englishmen for eloquence on occasions like 
this. His fine impressive tones earned the ad- 
miration and thanks,even of so unimpassioned 
aman as Hartington. During the day the 
bells tolded in many churches throughout 
London, and there were signs of mourning on 
all sides.

Salisbury’s Scheme Finding Little Favor— 
Dillon’s Probable Imprisonment. 


LONDON, June 19.—Salisbury’s scheme to re- 
form the House of Lords finds little favor in 
any quarter. The Tories accept it merely in 
order to avert a demand for larger changes, 
while the Liberals object altogether to the 
hereditary principle, and are inclined to look 
with suspicion on any attempt, however fee- 
ble, to give it a fresh lease of life. 

DILLON’S APPEAL. 

Dillon’s appeal creates altogether an excep- 
tional degree of interest. He informs his 
friends that he does not expect to survive his six 
months’ imprisonment. All who have seen 
him lately fully share in his foreboding. Dil- 
lon worked hard and successfully for the 
Liberal candidate at Ayr, and it is proposed 
that in return a number of Liberal members 
shall proceed to Ireland to sit by his side dur- 
ing the hearing of the appeal. If his sentence 
is confirmed, and Balfour persists in putting

HOW IT IS VIEWED IN ENGLAND. 


Comments of the Euglish Press on Emperor 
William’s Proclamation. 


LonDoN, June 19.—The morning papers com- 
ment at length upon the Emperor of Ger- 
many’s proclamation to the people. The 
Daily News says: It is a man of peace that 
the people mourn, and the young Emperor 
seems to have perceived this.’’ The Standard 
thinks that the Emperor William’s 
proclamations give color to the inter- 
pretation which has been placed upon 
the doings and sayings of bis less 
responsible days. The Post says: ‘*The Em- 
peror’s proclamation makes clear to what 
quarter he will mainly look in order to main- 
tain Germany’s prosperity. He may not in- 
tend to draw the sword, but he has no inten- 
tion of turning it into aploughshare.’’ The 
Telegram thinks that the latest proclamation, 
that addressed tothe people, wears a softer 
spirit, but shows the same unmistaka- 
ble ring of sovereignty in it. The 
Times thinks that the proclamation to the 
people lacks the spontaneity, sentiment and 
individuality of utterance which are so con- 
spicuousin the addresses to the army and 
navy, and that, though full of sound 
sentiments and good intentions, it 
is, nevertheless, conceived in a 
more commonplace spirit. The Daily Chron- 
icle thinks the Emperor's proclamation to the 
people may be accepted as proof that his 
father’s example has already had an effect 
upon the spiritin which his policy will be 
directed.

TESTING A REFORMER. 
Although President CLzvEeLAND fre- 


quently disappoints the mugwumps by 


acts of omission or commission in the 
matter of civil-service reform, he still 
does something every now and then to 
revive their faith in his good intentions. 
He has directed the extension of the civil- 
service reform rules to the railway mail 
service, and that a uniform entrance con- 
dition be provided for the classified serv- 
ice, and thereupon the Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican says: 

In the face of calumny from the opposing 
party, of just criticism from the independents, 
ot hostility within his own party, not even 
masked in its national platform—President 
Cleveland pursués constantly, though !mper- 
fectly, his promise of advancing this reform. 
There is nothing more sure than that he has 
not degerted the purpose of his early pro. 
tessions, notwithstanding the grave and scan- 
dalous derelictidns that he has permitted in 
Maryland, Indiana and Vermont, in the Phila- 
delphia Post-office and the New York Oustom- 
house. 

Now, in merely protecting the common 
herd of clerks from campaign assess- 
ments, and in refusing to treat clerkships 
as captured spoils to be used in paying off 
political debts and revenges, the Presi- 
dent is not a free agent. It is not a mat- 
ter of discretion with him whether he will 
do so or not. Something more than a 
perfunctory observance of the law is nect 
essary torevealin him the spirit of an 
earnest and determined friend of genuine 
civil-service reform. 

Itisin the bestowal of the more im- 
portant and lucrative offices upon men of 
hisown political faith that a President 
can do most to elevate the character and 
tone of the public service. It is by these 
appointments that he raises or lowers the 
tone of the whole service and delineates 
to the eyes of the people the character of 
his Administration and of his party. 

The people of Missouri take but little 
note of the railway mail clerks. But 
when the best Federal office in Mis- 
souri is bestowed to pay one of 
Senator VISr's political debts, the 
people all know what the party as- 
sociates and party organs of the 
appointee have been saying about him for 
fifteen years past. And when he sues the 
Congressman of his own party and dis- 
trict for $150,000 damages on account of 
the most blasting charges against him, 
and a most respectable jury of his fellow- 
citizens awards him just 13 cents dam- 
ages on thirteen counts, the people all 
know it, and know whatit means. They 
know that the appointment and retention 
of such a man in office is a display of the 
most brazen, offensive and aggressive 
bossism, a mockery of everything implied 
in the term civil-service reform.

THE QUESTION INTERESTING THE K. OF P. 
SUPREME LODGE. 


Grand Chancellor Douglass“ Action Suspend- 
ing the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania 
Under Review—Missouri’s Position in the 
Matter—A Compromise Report From a 
Committee of Investigation — Conflicts 
With the Supreme Law in the Grand 
Lodge Constitution to Be Eliminated, the 
Hatchet to Be Buried and the „Loyal“ 
Grand Lodge to Go Out of Existence. 


The interesting question before the Supreme 
Lodge, Knights of Pythis, at Cincinnati: is the 
action of Supreme Chancellor Douglass in 
suspending the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania 
and fnstituting in that State a Grand Lodge to 
take the place of the offending body. Mr. 
Douglas, in the course of his work as Supreme 
Chancellor, found that in several States the 
Grand Lodges had legislated beyond their au- 
thority and without reference to the Supreme 
body to which they were subject. Pennsyl- 
vania and Missouri, he found, had in their 
constitutions seetions that were in direct 
conflict to the supreme law of the 
order. He notified the Grand Chancellors 
in these States to strike out those sections 
forthwith. The Grand body of Pennsylvania, 
standing on the eharter it bad before the or- 
ganization ofthe Supremg Lodge, refused to 
amend. The Missouri Grand Lodge appointed 
a Committee on Revision of the Constitu- 
tion, and that committee is still 
in existence. At about the time Su- 
preme Chancellor Douglas took action on the 
refusal of the Pennsyivania Grand Lodge 


to amend its constitution, in suspending that 
body he again demanded immedate revision 
in Missouri. The Grand Unanceilor in this 
State ordered the Oommittee on Revision to 
report, but they poe refused, hold - 
ing that legally they could not be compelled 
to report until the Grand Lodge meeting in 
October, andthat the Grand Lodge was the 
— body authorized to amend the constitu- 
on. 
MISSOURI'S PERIL. 

Thus the matter has stood in this State, no 
farther action having been taken as the Penn- 
sylvania case was enough for the Grand Chan- 
cellor to attend to. Had itnot been for the 
existence of this complication in Pennsyl- 
vania where the membershi is very 
large the Supreme Chancellor would 
probably bave suspended Missouri. 
A member of the Grand Lodge from St. Louis 
said this morning:, ‘‘The position mat Doug- 
las has taken, that the constitution and laws 
of the Grand Lodges must conform to the Su- 
preme law, is undoubtedly good, and is ad- 
mitted such by all Knights sept the Penn- 
syivanians, who are standing on the charter 
they had before there was a Supreme Lodge. 
Nearly all Knights outside Pennsylvania hold 
that notwithstanding her charter Pennsyl- 
Vania has made herself subordinate to the 
Supreme Lodge by sending delegates who 
have helped to make laws, and in other ways. 
But it is not admitted by ali Knights that 
— gg course was proper. He acted arbi- 
trary. He demanded that the constitution 
should be amended by graad officers who had 
no authority to do the work. The Grand Lodge 
is tue only body that can make the amend- 
ments. is proper course would have been to 
wait until some act had been committed in 
conflict with the supreme law and then bring 
them up with a round turn.

Divorce Granted Mrs. Barbara Davis— 
Damage Suits on Trial To-Day Under the 
Dome—Opinions Handed Down—Matters 
in Litigation. 


Judge Dillon to-day handed down a decision 
in the case of the Fair Association against De- 
lano and others, members of the Athletic As- 
sociation. This matter involved the recovery 
of rent of the Fair Grounds for the 
annual exhibition of the Athletio As- 
sociation, and the controversy has 
been watched with some interest. 
The Court found difficuityin getting at the 
terms of the proposal made by Mr. Green to 
the gentlemen who called on him in regard to 
renting the Fair Grounds for the use of the 
Athietic Association on the 25th of September, 
1887. Mr. Green and Mr. Bellaire testified 
that the offer was to rent the grounds for that 
day for $1,000. Mr. Delano testified that Mr. 
Green said that he would rent the grounds for 
$1,000 out of the gate receipts and upon being 
asked what his terms would be if $1,000 should 
not be taken in at the gates answered 
in that event that he would take what 


was taken in. Mr, Spipk testified that Mr. 
Green said he would let them have the grounds 
for $1,000 and it the receipts did not reach that 
sum, he would take whatever sum was taken 
in. Mr. Dick testified that Mr. Green said he 
would take $1,000 out of the gate rece!pts, but 
be did not remember anything further. 

The Court does not believe that any witness 
inthe case would misrepresent the terms of 
the contract. It was not in writing and it 
therefore became largely a matter of recol- 
lection. The actions of the parties after the 
event, however, bear against the position 
contended for the defendants, in the judg- 
ment of the Court. They took in less than 
$1,000, but they did pot turn it over to the 
Fair Association. They carried it off and de- 

osited it in a bank, afterwards paying it out 

or other purposes, and they did notpay a 
cent to the Fair Association. They made no 
statementto Mr. Green of the gate receipts, 
and after application had been made for 
the rent the Secretary wrote to the ef- 
fect that the matter had been referred for 
adjustment. The Court thinks that there is 
ample testimony that all the defendants are 
liable on the ground either of having author- 
ized the making of the contract or of having 
assented to it and ratified it after it was made. 
There will be a judgment against all for 51, 
035. The judgment is therefore entered against 
the followinx: Rufus J. Delano, Fairley Nel- 
son, John W. Mitchell, Wm. OC. Sievers, Jas. 
F. Skerret, T. Taylor Lingo, Harry W. Morris, 
Benjamin O. Atkins, Chas. C. Spink, D. Law- 
son Dick and Dinks L. Parrish. 


Mrs. Davis Gets a Divorce.
